DIFFERING EFFECTS 


BY HOWARD W. BLAKESLEE. 
NEW YORK, June 30.—(4)—Dis: 
covery that the male sex hormone 
probably is twins—that there are twe 
instead of one as long believed, was 
announced tonight in science. 

A peculiarly human application is 
suggested also in announcement: of 
an explanation of one of the common 
ills of male middle age and a possible 
new remedy. 

The male sex hormone is a minute 
chemical substance from one of the 
endocrine glands, The scientifically 
proved facts are that this hormone 
controls development of “secondary” 
male characteristics, such as human 
health factors. 

Now Dr. D. Roy McCullagh, of the 
Cleveland Clinic Foundation, of 
Cleveland, reports he has split this 
old hormone into two substances, rey 
markably different in effects. He says 
existence of the two is “almost but 
not absolutely corelusive.” 

The old form he obtains by extract- 
ing the gland chemical with benzete. 
Soaking in water gives the new twin. 

Tried on rats, this new one directly 
affects the pituitary gland, inhibiting 
its oy ergrowth, 

The pituitary is the body’s master 
endocrine, controlting growth and reg- 
ulating the other endocrines. With rat 
tests Dr. McCullagh shows that the 
overdeveloped pituitary results in en- 
largement of the prostate gland. In- 
hibition of the pituitary with the new 
twin hormone seems to prevent this 
prostate enlargement. 

Failure of this new hormone in mid- 
die aged men, he suggests, explains 
why they are subject to prostatic en- 
largement, which is a source of se- 
rious operations.

THE EARMARKS OF A GOOD

On several ethical principles it is 
clearly the duty of the medical pro- 
fession everywhere to make it easy 
for a stranger to find a reputable 
physician when there is, need of one. 
But owing ‘to. poor organization and 
the lack of leadership the medical 
profession fails in this duty to the 
public in most large communities. 

Here and there the local medical 
society maintains a central office or

}information bureau, where anybody 
may call or telephone to ask for the 
name and office addfess of a reliable 
physician or even for a specialist. 
This plan proves satisfactory in the 
smaller towns. In the large cities 
it ig not so satisfactory, for various 
reasons—too many physicians, too 
wide an area. However, in some large 
cities several such bureaus are main- 
tained in different sections of the 
eity, and this is at least better than 
no service at all, 

Suppose a stranger in town sud- 
denly requires medical aid. A casual 


| acquaintance suggesis Dr. John Doe. 
|Doe may be all right or he may be 


ali wrong. ‘The only way to check 
on Doe is to look in the telephone 
directory for the office of the eounty 
medical society of the academy. of 
medicine, and ask whether Dr, John 
Doe, of such and such address, is a 
member or a physician of good pro- 
fessional standing. ‘This may seem 
excess Of precaution, but in some 
cities quackery and crookery run ram- 
pant and little reliance can be placed 
on the significance of the title of **doc- 
tor.” 

Legislatures have perpetrated so 
many trick laws about ‘the piratical 
use of this title that it doesn’t mean 
anything now. The laity at present 
is in the sdme position as was the 
lady -~who hailed the piano tuner as 
he passed on his way to pay a call 
next door, and had him examine her 
knee and give his opinion of it. The 
little long black bag is as insignifi- 
cant as the title “doctor.” 

The health officer of Los Angeles 
issues a bulletin advising people to 
beware of : 

The doctor who advertises his meth- 
ods or “cures.” 

The doctor who puts big signboards 
outside his office. 

The_doctor who claims that he can 
cure serious diseases easily and quick- 


y. 

The. traveling doctor who moves 
from town to town. 

The doctor or group of doctors who 
have discovered some new “cure” that 
other physicians do not know about. 
No great discovery of science is kept 
secret. 

The alleged health center where a 
“barker” is kept on the block, giv- 
ing free lectures on health. 

When in doubt consult your city 
health department. ‘That last recom- 
mendation may apply in [os Angeles 
but the city health department in 
most towns is not equipped to give 
such service.

forced to reduce their cost of doing 
business and adjust their persona! liv- 
ing expenses to meet the stress of 
present economic conditions, Our state 
government is a business institution 
and should be conducted on the same 
safe business, principles. Its budget 
should and can be so fixed as io en- 
_ able. it to pay all current operating 
expenses, liquidate each year a gsub- 
stantial part of its deficit, and at the 
same time live within its income. 
Through the exercise of practical but 
rigid economy, this can be accomplish- 
ed without seriously handicapping the 
administration of its affairs or im- 
paring the efficieney of any of its de- 
partments or institutions. It is a mat- 
ter of common knowledge that the cost 
of living has decreased greatly during 
the past two years, especially within 
the. past 12 months. Groceries, cloth- 
ing, farm products, raw materials for 
mdustry, and practically everything 
used in home or business has witness- 
ed a substantial decrease in cost. The 
average housewife ¢an run her home 
at almost half the cost of a year or 
two ago. Almost every. business has 
substantially lowered its budget and 
reduced its expenses fhrough the cur- 


“At the very outset of my campaign, 
I pledged myself to fight for the re- 
duction of taxes. I shall not only 
advocate and insist on an immediate 
reduction of taxes where they are 
most burdensome, but will exert every 
influence to see that the general bur- 
den of taxation is equitably distribut- 
ed according to these who are best 
able to bear it.

ciple of local self-government and 
wonld encourage counties and munici- 
palities to conduct their own affairs 
and pursue their own happiness with- 
out undue regulation or restraint 
from state authority, I am firm in 
the conviction that some reasonable 
provision should be set up to keep ihe 
tax-levying powers of these .subdivi- 
sions of government within reasonable 
heunds, Much a limitation would be 
a safeguard against extravagance and 
mismanagement in county and munici- 
pal affairs usually arising from over- 
lapping and duplicating functions, 
and would effect a greater economy in 
administration. Of course, such lim- 
its should be made to apply only to 
gencral or normal expenses of govern- 
ment and special pravisions should be 
made fer liquidating 


any bonded in- 
debtedness. Reasonable limitations 
placed upon the tax-leyying power of 
subdivisions of government would get 
at the real root of our tax trouble in 
Georgia and would bring the surest 
and quickest relief to the small prop- 
erty owner. who is now bearing an 
excessive and ‘unjust portion of the 
tax burden of this state, This is a 
problem which the people of the re- 
spective counties of Georgia can. best 
solve through the selection of repze- 
sentatives and senators who are com- 
mitted to rigid economy in the opera- 
tion of county and municipal affairs. 


Constructive Tax Program. 


“In* the general election this fall, | 


the people of Georgia witl he ealled 
upon to vote on a constitutional 
amendment which was sponsored by 
the late distinguished and beloved 
Sénator Cecil Neill. of Muscogec 
county, ‘who during his brilltant and 
useful: career as a statesman, was re- 
sponsible fer as much constructive 
legislation as ahy man in Georgia's 
recent history. I believe it is safe to 
predict that this amendment will be 
approved by the vote of our people, 
It provides that the general assembly 
shall meet biennially on the second 
Monday in January for a 10-day ses- 
sion, at which time the general as- 
sembly shall be organized and_ the 
committees of both houses shall be 
appointed by their respective heads, 
The main session of the general as- 
sembly shall follow on the second 
Monday after the Fourth of July, and 
shall be limited to 60 days. I shall 
recommend and urge that at the Jan- 
uary session a joint committee from 
the house and senate composed of the 
best-informed students of taxation in 
the house and senate be appointed to 
study carefully Georgia’s tax prob- 
lems during the intervening § six 
months, and prepare and submit to 
the general assembly next July a con- 
structive, modern taxation program, 
which will provide for the abolition 
as early as practicable of our present 
ad valorem system and set up in lieu 
thereof a more productive, business- 
like method of taxation which will 
place the tax burden upon those who 
are best able to bear it, and which 
will guarantee the payment to our 
common schools, insane asylums, and 
other state institutions, the deficiency 
appropriations due them within a 
reasonable period of time. 

“ft shall recommend that the legis- 
lation submitted by this committee 
make proper provisions for the ex- 
emption from ad valorem taxes of 
household and kitchen furniture and 
tools of trade. It will be my pleasure 
to co-operate in a whole-hearted man- 
ner with the members of the commit- 
tee with the purpose of working out 
an adequate and satisfactory solution 
of our tax problems to be submiited 
to the next general assembly. 

Co-operate Wah Law-Makers. 


“A governor can only récommend 
legislation. Our laws are passed by 
the members of the general assembly 
who are elected by the several coun- 
ties of the state, and who usually 
have a good knowledge of their states 
problems and are sincerely interested 
in the welfare of their people. In 
dealing -with these important tax 
problema, and all other problems of 
government, I propose to advise with 
and work in harmony with the meni- 
bers of the general assembly at all 
times. No administration has ever 
accomplished anything of a consiruc- 
tive nature where there was not a 
spirit of co-operation between the 
general assembly and the governor. I 
shall not attempt to coerce or bull- 
dozé the members of the legislature, 
but intend to work with them in a 
spirit of harmony at ali times. 

Common Sehools. 

“T am not only in favor of paying 
with all reasonable promptness the 
deficiency appropriations due our 
common school system, but it is my 
opinion that any arrangement made 
by the state to discharge these old 
appropriations now due the common 
schools should net prejudice the claim 
of the common school system to iis 
just and: reasonable share of future 
revenue, : 

“I recognize that the past-due ap- 
propriations due the schools and other 
institutions constitute an honest debt 
of the state that should be paid, 
and paid as quickly as practicable, 
but at the same time, I would viger- 
ously oppose any effort that might be 
made to impair the future usefulness 
or efficiency of our common school 
aystem. In this connection, however, 
I intend to make a careful study of 
the method of administering the af- 
fairs of the school system, and shal! 
insist on the strictest economy in this 
department as in all other depart- 
ments of the state government.

reasonable standard, say- not exceed- 
ing 15,000 pounds. I favor sucl¥ regu- 
lations of motor carriers of persons

and property as will protect the rail- 
| rodds against unfair competition. Mo- 
'tor carriers are now carrying a large 
portion of the freight and passenger 
traffic in this state, and justice should 
require that they be subject to like 
regulations with the rail earriers, in 
order that there may he no discrimina- 
tion id the rates and that no fa- 
voritism be shown in their servites. 
It is distinctly essential that the rates 
charged by both rail and motor car- 
riers be a matter of public record and 
subject. to publie inspection. When 
elected governor I shall make an ex- 
tensive study of this questien, obtain- 
ing the advice of highway engineers 
as to the cost of construction, cost 
of maintenance, life of the different 
types of heey: and recommendations 
as to tonnage, limits, etc., and I shall 
recommend to the next general assew- 
bly that such legislation@be enacted 
as is necessary and prope? to protect 
the interests of our state. I favor a 
plan of taxation which will require 
operators of motor busses and trucks 
to Loar a fair and just part of the 
expense of ‘ maintaining the system 
over which they operate, I would in- 
sist, however, that suck form of tax- 
ation be just and not discriminatory, 
due consideration being given to the 
service rendered to our people through 
this modern method of transportation, 
which no one can deny fills an impor- 
tant place in the business and social 


life of our pase. 
Highway Program. 

“T shall oppose placing any obstacle 
in the way of an orderly continuation 
of a progressive highway program in 
Georgia. An improved highway system 
contributes much to the progress of 
our state and to the comfort and 
happiness of our people, and I would 
oppose the using of any highway funds 
for othér purposes, unless some ex- 
traordinary financial emergency should 
make it absolutely necessary to do so 
in the interest of our school system 
and those -institutions of government 
that care for the aged an infirm. 


“Good roads are becoming more 
essential each day to our indusirial 
progress, and to the welfare of our 
agricultural interests. They are the 
means of attracting millions of dol- 
lars to Georgia through the expendi- 
tures and investments of those who 
would not come if we did not have 
good roads, and from which all 
classes of our people profit:. Impair- 
ment of our road-building program at 
this particular period would be ex- 
ceedingly unfortunate because it 
would. throw many Georgia workers 
out of employment, 

“While the construction of a fair- 
ly complete system of main highways 
or trunk lines is a great convenience 
to that class of our people who travel 
long distances from one section of 
the state to another, or to non-resi- 
dent visitors who travel through. our 
state, the system has’ not yet pro- 
gressed far eough to be of any gen-, 
eral advantagé or. benefit to the rank 
and file of our. people in the rural 
sections who, after all, have paid a 
considerable part .of the cost of road 
cunstruction, e should not inter- 
rupt our road-construction program 
until every county in Georgia has re- 
veived a fair meausre of benefit from 
it. 


Reorganization. 


“The reorganization of eur state 
government, under the act passed by 
the general assembly of 1931, is, in 
my judgment, one of the most impor- 
tant and most constructive forward 
steps in the readjustment of our 
state’s affairs. I am in hearty ac- 
cord with its general purpose and 
provisions, This new system has not 
been in operation long enough for 
anyone to form a definite conciusion 
as to the saving which it ultimately 
will effect, but I accept as true the 
statement of our distinguished gover- 
nor that it has ‘brought about many 
substantial savings and some of the 
departments at the capitol are op- 
erating at more than:$100,000 a year 
less cost to the taxpayers than in the 
past. It is particularly pleasing to 
observe that ‘under the new scheme of 
things, the board of regents alone has 
reduced the cost of the university sys- 
tem by more than $425,000 a year.’ I 
believe that as time goes on, and 
those in authority have opportunity 
to observe the workings of this new 
system and ean tighten up any lost 
motion as it may eccur, the system 
can be further improved and _ in- 
creased savings effected. I am un- 
willing, however, to accept the scheme 
as absoluiely perfect, and I am sure 
that those who sponsored the measure 
and the members of the general as- 
sembly, which enacted it into law, 
realized that it was by no means per-

eading in clear voice as he look- 

now and again to those watch- 
ing from in front, he told of the af- 
fection Georgia has for Roosev elt be- 
cause it has come to know him per- 
sonally—through his visits to Warm 
Springs there. 

Georgians applauded a willing as- 
sent as Russell went on: 

“Not from hearsay nor from the 
printed page, but by personal contact 
we have had the opportunity to ap- 
praise his sterling worth and outstand- 
ing qualities. We recognize him not 
only as a great democrat and a great 
American, but as the man of. the hour 
best fitted to lead this ‘nation in this 
time of trial.’” 

Byrd Is Praised. 

Idaho, which favors Roosevelt. 
yielded to Virginia and at once. Byrd 
—its former governor—was put up by 
Senator Carter Glass. He promised 
that if sent to the White Tflouse, 
Byrd would do for the country what 
he did to help the state. 

“Tested in the problems of public 
taxation,” Glass went on as he eyed 
the state delegation that fidgeted in 
eagerness to start things going for 
Byrd, “he would inaugurate at Wash- 
ington a wise and provident and hon- 
est pay-as-you-go administration of 
which the democratic party weuld be 
proud and from which the entire na- 
tion would derive the blessings of a 
better hope and the contentment ' of 
permanent recovery.” 

Glass quickly brought cheers, an- 
swering the afternoon statement made 
by Governor Ely, of Massachusetts, 
who—in nominating Smith—said he 
was surprised that in the last election 
Virginia went republican. 

“Once in years Virginia went 
wrong,” said the senator. “while only 
once in 70 years has Massachusetts 
voted right.” 

Parade for Byrd. 

The reference was to Ely’s state go- 
ing for Al Smith in 1928, while Vir- 
ginia went for Hoover. 

As soon as Glass concluded, in 
marched the faqous Richmond Blues 
band—adorned with, white plume 
shakos. Agajn the great political 
show was on, one of the ‘eager par- 
ticipants being the celebrated brother 
of the. former . governor—Admiral 
Richard E. Byrd, . of exploration 
fame—and another being the present

The galleries, so unroarious espe- 
cially in the Smith outbreak of the 
afternoon, were more restrained to- 
night. Here and there, for the first 
time in two days, empty red seats 
showed. 

Side by side, Admiral Byrd and 
Governor Pollard were at the head 
of the marching Virginians who lined 
up behind. the. impressively garbed 
band as it played “Yankee Doodle” 
and headed away down the front aisle. 
The organ joined in, while Miss Mar- 
guerite Penfield, of Chicago, who was 
born in Winchester, Va., waved the 
state flag enthusiastically from the 
speaker's stand. 

Numbers of white carrier pigeons 
were released from the  flag-laden 
crevices of the roofs.
